At a special called District Council during the Midwinter Convention in San Jose, Cali- 
fornia, January 14, 1942, R. J. Thurmond was elected District Superintendent and R. J. Renfroe 
of Dunsmuir, California, Secretary-Treasurer. Brother Thurmond replaces L. R. Keys, who re- 
signed to take the pastorate of Glad Tidings Temple at San Francisco. 


Brother Thurmond has been in the General Council fellowship, and in an official capacity 
in the district, for many years, serving first as presbyter and then as District Secretary-Treas- 
urer, which position he held for the past five and a half years, most of this time being spent in the 
district office located on the St. Helena Camp Ground supervising the development of the camp 
along with his other duties. Upon the death of the former superintendent, J. Paul Thommen, in 
1939, Brother Thurmond took over the duties of superintendent for seven months until the elec- 
tion of Brother Keys in June, 1940; also since the resignation of Brother Keys last November, he 
has been doing the field work of the superintendent. Brother and Sister Thurmond have been 
connected with the Gospel work in this section since their conversion in September, 1921. They 
will maintain their residence at St. Helena at least until after the annual Council. 


Brother R. J. Renfroe came into the district several years ago and accepted the pastorate 
in Ukiah, serving as District Presbyter while there. Two and a half years ago he was called to 
the Dunsmuir Assembly, also serving as presbyter in that section until the present time. He has 
assisted Brother Thurmond in the office work during the past three camp meetings, so is familiar 
with some of the details of the office routine. Brother and Sister Renfroe and family are moving 
to St. Helena to take up their residence at the camp ground as Brother Renfroe takes over his 
work as Secretary-Treasurer February 1, 1942. 
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‘Manifestations of the Holy Spinit

One of the strangest things that con- 
fronts those who know the Lord and have 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost is the fact 
that so many people reject the message 
of the anointing of the Spirit and seem 
to feel that God does not work today as 
He did in days of yore. 

But let it be said that God has always 
worked by a moving of His Spirit. Even 
back in the very beginning when every- 
thing was chaos and void we read in the 
first chapter of Genesis how the Spirit of 
God moved upon the face of the waters. 
And thank God this moving has never 
ceased. God has moved upon the trou- 
bled water of many lives and a garden of 
Eden has sprung forth. 

Many scriptures could be quoted how 
God moved by His Spirit—but one that 
is outstanding is found in Numbers 11, 
where Moses chooses the seventy elders, 
and it tells us in the 25th verse that “the 
Lord came down in a cloud and took of 
the spirit that was upon him and gave it 
unto the seventy elders, and it came to 
pass that when the spirit rested upon them, 
they prophesied and did not cease.” It 
was like that on the day of Pentecost 
and like it is in some lives today. It was 
a new experience—a moving of the Spirit 
of God, not the spirit of man, and men 
prophesied, speaking of things they never 
thought of before, of the wonderful 
works of God and speaking forth in 
praise, in exhortation, in warning, in in- 
struction, in righteousness, and in prayer. 
It goes on to tell of two of the men who 
did not go up to the tabernacle but proph- 
esied in the camp and to those who think 
the only place to read the Bible, to receive 
the Baptism, or to hear anything about 
God, is in the church, we read here of how 
a young man complained of them being 
about the camp, and Moses said unto him, 
“Enviest thou for my sake? Would God 
that all the Lord’s people were prophets 
and that the Lord would put his spirit 
upon them.” 

That is what we desire, like Paul as he 
stood before King Agrippa and said “I 
would that ye were altogether as I am, 
except these bonds,” for Paul had found 
the joy of salvation and the joy of Chris- 
tian. service. 
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How sad it is that some Christians do 
not want the power of the Spirit of God 
to rest upon them for they are afraid of 
some strange manifestation, but Moses 
would have all the Lord’s people filled 
with the Spirit and prophesying. One 
more Scriptural scene along this line that 
we will mention is when Samuel anointed 
Saul for King and tells him that on his 
journey home he would meet up with a 
company of prophets, and “The Spirit of 
the Lord will come upon thee, and thou 
shalt prophesy with them, and shalt be 
turned into another man. And let it be, 
when these signs are come upon thee, that 
thou do as occasion serve thee; for God 
is with thee,” and it goes on to tell how 
the Spirit of the Lord came upon him 
and the people questioned, “Is Saul also 
among the prophets?” 

Friends, there need be no doubt as to 
the coming the Spirit of the Lord upon 
people. We realize it is strange to those 
round about, but we need a sign, as it is 
a poor matter to guess whether you have 
the Holy Spirit or not—and you don’t 
need to guess, for a definite sign is given 
by God even as at the day of Pentecost— 
and like Saul, you will be turned into an- 
other man. Read about this in the tenth 
chapter of 1 Samuel. 


Some people cannot see that these Scrip- 
tures refer to Pentecost, but these were 
types of the outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
when your sons and your daughters should 
prophesy after the day of Pentecost— 
after the Holy Spirit was sent into the 
world to bring forth the kingdom of 
righteousness, exalting Christ in the lives 
of humanity, empowering for continuous 
service, yet going about as strangers in 
the world. The world will not. love one 
who talks of Christ and preaches Christ 
continually for He will be strange to them, 
and even professing Christendom will 
frown. upon those whose lives are changed, 
for they desire everything to be pleasant 
and pleasing with nothing that might dis- 
turb their quietness. But God’s ways are 
not man’s ways. He works as He will 
and we are indeed grateful that He not 
only sent forth His Son to save fallen 
humanity but has shed forth this, His 
Spirit, the Pentecostal experience, to em-

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“Take Heed Unto Thyself”

(Closing sermon as District Superintendent. Stenographically reported. San Jose Mid-Winter Convention.) 


It is with mingled feelings that I stand 
before you today for the last time as your 
District Superintendent. The past year 
and one-half has been indeed a happy time 
of service. However, I feel that my ac- 
ceptance of the call to the pastorate of 
Glad Tidings Temple in San Francisco is 
definitely in the will of God. We are not 
saying “good-bye,” for we shall continue 
to have blessed fellowship together in the 
District. I want to thank God and also 
to thank you for the fullest cooperation 
which we have received from every one of 
you while it was our privilege to serve you. 

You will find my text in 1 Timothy 
4:16, “Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them: for in 
doing this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee.” 

There are many characteristics that 
might be mentioned which are of impor- 
tance in the life of a minister, but the 
one all-important element is the character 
of the preacher himself. 

One writer has stated, “I am sick of the 
discussion concerning the various mental 
or intellectual qualities of different preach- 
ers, as though anything of that description 
could account for the varied success of 
their work. Whereas, behind all that, the 


secret of success lies in the spiritual prepa- 


ration of the soul.” Another has suggested _ 


that the best college for the preacher is a 
rich spiritual experience. Now we do not 
mean to discredit education; it has its 
place; however, God has at times used 
men and women of very limited educa- 
tional advantages, and we must not put 
the emphasis where it does not belong. The 
all-important element in the life of a min- 
ister is a rich experience in God. If one 
has had greater educational advantages 
than others let him not glory; his respon- 
sibility is all the greater before God be- 
cause of the privileges he has had. 

Speaking of our spiritual experiences as 
ministers reminds me of a leading evange- 
list who was asked how his teaching and 
preaching remained so fresh. He replied, 
“I seek to break down at the feet of Christ 
every few weeks.” 

There are four or five characteristics 
about the man whom God is most likely 
to use that I should like to discuss: Hu- 
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mility is one of these. The man who exalts 
himself will be abased; God says so. This 
grace has characterized the most mighty 
men of God. When Abraham approached 
God on behalf of Lot he spoke of himself 
as being but dust and ashes. Moses was 
known as the meekest man. Note that 
this word does not mean “soft.” There is 
a vast difference between meekness and 
softness. Paul referred to himself as “less 
than the least of all the saints.” No one 
ever charged such men as Moody or Booth 
with being proud and arrogant. True hu- 
mility of spirit implies a certain self-ef- 
facement. I heard one time of a brother 
who led out in prayer for his pastor in 
these words; just before he began to 
preach: “O Lord we thank Thee for our 
brother; now blot him out.” Such a prayer 
does not inflate a preacher’s ego but it is 
good for him. 

The second attribute of a spiritual man 
of God is obedience. “To obey is better 
than sacrifice.” It is often easier to be 
willing to do everything and anything else 
but the thing that God asks us to do. 
There is nothing that we have to fight 
against any harder than our own will. We 
want our way. However, there cannot be 
two kings on one throne. It is a question 
as to whether Christ or Self shall occupy 
the throne. As we read the Word of God 
we are impressed by the obedience of men 
like Noah, David, Samuel, Philip and a 
host of others, including, of course, Paul 
the apostle. Of the movements of the 
early apostles it is stated that on one oc- 
casion “the Spirit suffered them not,” and 
they were obedient to the Spirit of God. 
Obedience also implies that the preacher 
faithfully delivers the message that God 
has given him for the people. There are 
times when a God-given message will, as in 
the case of John the Revelator, be as sweet 
as honey in the mouth but bitter in the 
stomach; nevertheless, faithfully proclaim 
it; that is the part of obedience. God will 
honor and bless it when spoken in love. 

We are living in a day when the voice 
of a prophet needs to be heard in the land. 
This is no time for stream-lining our mes- 
sage. This is no time for compromise. 

Thete is a third characteristic of which 
we should like to speak, namely, love, or 


affection. Note that I did not say affecta- 
tion. It is absurd for a preacher in our 
day to affect mannerisms which are un- 
natural, such as a “holy” tone of voice or 
mannerisms in the pulpit which are unreal 
and hence artificial; a thing which God 
cannot bless, for God hates sham and hy- 
pocrisy in every form. 

But now the question will be asked, 
“Love or affection for whom?” Well, 
primarily for the Lord Jesus Christ. A 
preacher ought to be so in love with Him 
that everybody else will want to love Him 
too. Those who have been privileged to 
sit under the ministry of that blessed man 
of God, Gipsy Smith Sr., have come away 
from his services loving Jesus more. Love 
to Christ is the passion of the Gipsy’s life 
and ministry; therefore others catch the 
same spirit. In his sermons, his songs, his 
book, Jesus is ever the object of his most 
ardent love and devotion. He makes Jesus 
beautiful; he makes Him desirable. One 
of his theme songs is “Let the Beauty of 
Jesus Be Seen in Me.” The title of his 
book is “The Beauty of Jesus.” Such a 
love and such a spirit will fill us with a 
passion to win men for Christ. Jesus on 
one occasion stated to the disciples that 
which would be the motive power of their 
witnessing when He said, “Ye shall bear 
witness .. . because ye have been with me.” 

Another indispensable element in the 
life of God’s preacher is that of utter de- 
pendence upon God. This is in contra- 
distinction to a carnal spirit of indepen- 
dence. No preacher has been preaching 
very long until he learns that he is abso- 
lutely dependent upon God for success. 
Now God pours Himself into the life of 
the individual by means of the Holy 
Spirit. “Ye shall receive power after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” God, 
through the Holy Spirit, has made us 
what we arte as a movement and as indi- 
viduals. We are dependent upon Him for 
future blessing and success. 

A note that needs to be sounded in this 
day is in regard to the Baptism of the 
Holy Spirit and later infillings. It is not 
enough to receive the Baptism as an initial 
experience. We must go on, and we must 
teach our people to go on and be filled

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Studies in (Revelation 


STUDY XXIII 


War in Heaven, the Outcome There, and 
the Result on Earth. Chapter 12:7-17. 


Let us not forget that we are dealing 
with prophecy. The most of the things 
that we read of in Revelation as having 
taken place are still future. John was 
seeing a vision, and he records what he saw 
in the vision. We may say, therefore, that 
these things have taken place prophetic- 
ally, but they have not yet taken place 
historically, But as all prophecy that has 
not yet been fulfilled will be fulfilled, and 
fulfilled according to divine schedule, we 
can be certain that these things John saw 
take place in his vision will actually take 
place historically when the time for the 
fulfillment of the prophecy shall have 
come. 


I. War in Heaven 


“There was war in heaven: Michael and 
his angels fought against the dragon: and 
‘the dragon fought and his angels.” 

1. The object. The expulsion of Satan 
from heaven. The idea that Satan was ex- 
pelled from heaven when he sinned, and 
that God at that time shut him up in hell, 
and that he has been there ever since, is 
an erroneous idea. It was the idea of Mil- 


ton, but it is not the teaching of the Word. . 


Milton wrote: 
“Him the Almighty power 
Hurled headlong flaming from the ether- 
eal sky, 

With hideous ruin and combustion down 
To bottomless perdition, there to dwell 
In adamantine chains and penal fire.” 

Doubtless what Milton wrote has great- 
ly influenced the thought of the church. 
He wrote wonderful poetry, but he is not 
a safe expositor of the Word. Satan was 
not thrust out of heaven when he sinned. 
He had access to the presence of God in 
Job’s day, and he talked to God. See 
Job 1:6-12. There is no record anywhere 
in the Bible that since that time he has 
been excluded from the divine presence. It 
may be that there are parts of heaven to 
which he is denied admittance, for heaven 
is doubtless a very vast realm, but that he 
still appears in heaven in the presence of

God that he may accuse the brethren is 
doubtless true. His presence does not de- 
file heaven. God has provided a way 
whereby saints can come into contact with 
the world, and not be defiled by that con- 
tact; and we know that our Lord was 
here in the flesh, and that He came into 
contact with sinners, and was not defiled 
thereby. He was in the world, but He was 
not of the world. The presence of Satan 
in heaven cannot defile heaven any more 
than the coming of sinners into the pres- 
ence of God can defile God, or the coming 
of sinners into the presence of Jesus when 
He was here in the flesh could defile the 
spotless Son of God. Paul tells us that 
we are seated with Christ Jesus in the 
heavenlies, and that there “we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the rul- 
ers of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness,” or, as Moffatt ren- 
ders it, “the spirit-forces of evil.” 


2. The combatants. Michael and his an- 
gels. The dragon and his angels. Some 
would have us believe that Michael is 
Christ. He is described in Dan. 10:13 as 
one of the chief princes.” It is not at all 
likely that Christ would be thus described. 
In Dan. 12:1 he is called “the great prince 
which standeth for the children of thy peo- 
ple,” i., Daniel’s people, the Jews. In 
Jude (verse 9) he is called “the archan- 
gel.” He is the only archangel concerning 
whom we read in the Scriptures. He will 
accompany our Lord when Christ shall 
come to rapture His saints. See 1 Thess. 
4:16. It appears from the reference in Jude 
that the devil endeavored to prevent the 
resurrection of Moses that Michael had 
been commissioned to accomplish, and 
that he was frustrated in his purpose by 
the words, “The Lord rebuke thee.” And 
at the time of the end he will endeavor 
to prevent the accomplishment of the di- 
vine purpose, but will be defeated. Notice 
that the initiative in the great conflict here 
prophetically described was taken by Mi- 
chael. 


3. The character of the conflict. It will 


be spiritual. Weapons that are made use 
of in earthly warfare will not be used; they 


would be ineffectual. Shells and bombs 
and poisonous gases are without avail in 
a spiritual conflict. Since the conflict is 
spiritual in its nature it is imperative that 
the weapons made use of be spiritual too. 


II. The Victory of Michael, the Celebra- 
tion of the Victory, and the Announce- 
ment of the Third Woe. Verses 8-12. 


1. Victory. Michael succeeded in the 
accomplishment of that which he under- — 
took to accomplish. He was moving in di- 
vine order, and those who move in divine 
order, move in harmony with the divine 
purposes, are bound to be victorious. Satan 
is represented as contesting the effort to 
eject him from heaven; he bitterly opposed 
the divine plan, but he and his angels “pre- 
vailed not; neither was their place found 
any more in heaven. And the great dragon 
was cast out, that old serpent, called the 
Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the 
whole world: he was cast out into the 
earth, and his angels were cast out with 
him.” Perhaps the idea that Satan at 
the time he sinned was expelled from heav- 
en originated with the idea that what we 
have here is history rather than prophecy. 

2. Celebration of the victory. “And I 
heard a loud voice saying in heaven, Now 
is the salvation and the power, and the 
kingdom, become our God’s, and the au- 
thority is to become His Christ’s (margin- 
al rendering in R.V.): for the accuser of 
our brethren is cast down, which accused 
them before our God day and night.” No- 
tice that we here have an intimation as 
to the frequency of the appearances of 
Satan in heaven as the accuser of the 
brethren—“day and night.” Satan is a pet- 
sistent accuser. 


The manner in which the accused breth- 
ren will overcome the enemy in the future 
will be the same as the manner in which 
they have overcome him in the past, ie., 
“by the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony.” The reference 
here is undoubtedly to the tribulation 
saints in particular. The church age will 
have come to an end, the church saints will 
have been raptured, a great revival will 
have taken place on the earth, bitter per-

SUNDAY SCHOOL FACTS 
By Dr. C. H. BENson 


Eighteen years ago Dr. Johnson gave us 
some statistics with a story I will never 
forget. It has had a great deal to do 
with my becoming so deeply interested in 


Sunday School Work. 


Dr. Johnson said that a county in Ohio 
determined it would keep statistics on the 
actual results of its Evangelistic Cam- 
paigns. And for a period of 35 years, 
such statistics were kept. They found 
that a total of 1800 campaigns had been 
conducted and at the end of the time there 
were five hundred less church members 
than at the beginning. 


But there was a man, not a minister 
but a Sunday School Superintendent, 
Frank L. Brown a Christian Lawyer, 
He believed that God had called him to a 


great work when He made him superin-

tendent of a Sunday School. He realized 
that the Sunday School teacher was the 
great evangelist of the Church. 


So he set out to train every teacher of 
his School and to make an evangelist out 
of every one of them. What took place? 
There were 50 members in that Sunday 
School when Mr. Brown became the super- 
intendent. In 35 years the attendance of 
that school was brought up to three thou- 
sand. It grew from 50 to 3000! But that 
was not all! Out of that Sunday School 
came recruits for a Church membership 
such as the little Methodist Church had 
never seen. One man had the vision that 
it was not large evangelistic campaigns 
that was needed most but rather the re- 
cruiting and training of teachers as evan- 
gelists that was the great work of the 


church. 


In the early Apostolic church every 
Christian was an evangelist, and that is 
why the church went along like a red 
hot ball which nothing could withstand. 


Winning people to Christ cannot be 
done in an hour. It cannot be done in a 
month. It takes time if the work is to be 
of permanent nature. 


Eighty-seven per cent of our converts 
fall away after five years, but the boys and 
girls whom you as a teacher have trained 
will be in the church fifty years from now 
if Jesus tarries. And this is their testi- 
mony: “First, I learned to love my teach- 
er. Next I learned to love my teachet’s 
Bible, and then I learned to love my teach- 
er’s Teacher.” The boy or girl who has 
learned to love his teacher’s Teacher will 
not drop out or forget very easily,

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A large, enthusiastic group of people 
gathered at the Upper Room Mission in 
San Jose Monday evening, January 12, 
for the opening rally of the Midwinter 
Convention of the Northern California 
and Nevada Assemblies of God. Brother 
A. J. Lebeck, the Program Committee 
chairman, very ably conducted the pre- 
liminary part of the service. The “Light 
Bearers Quartet” was called upon twice 
for special numbers and Sister Lillie Buf- 
fum brought a blessing with the reciting 
of her poem. The spiritual trend of the 
musical numbers, songs, solos, was out- 
standing and all will long remember “how 
the power fell” as hearts were lifted in 
worship. 

The theme of the whole convention was 
“Ye Are Witnesses” and started with 
Brother Argue’s first sermon with the text 
Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me... .” 
Matthew 24:14 says that “This gospel of 
the kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all nations” and 
we need to be witnesses.

After a time of blessing in the prelimi- 
nary part of the Friday evening service by 
the C.A.s, Brother Argue closed the con- 
vention with words from the second chap- 
ter in Joel: “Blow ye the trumpet in Zion 
and sound an alarm. .. . Gather the people 
... gather the children. .. .” God’s peo- 
ple need to stand together in these last 
days. 

Sister Zelma Argue was the Wednesday 
evening speaker at the Midwinter Conven- 
tion and her subject was “Overshadowing 
Wings,” her text being taken from He- 
brews 12:22, “But ye are come unto mount 
Sion and unto the city of the living God, 
the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innum- 
erable company of angels.” Elijah prayed 
down fire and rain from heaven and was 
exhausted, but an angel gave him consola- 
tion. In 2 Kings 6 in answer to prayer 
the spiritual eyes of Elisha’s servant were 
opened that he might see the overshadow- 
ing wings. At Jericho Joshua lifted up 
his eyes and looked, and behold, there 
stood a man over against him with his 
sword drawn in his hand who was the cap- 


tain of the LORD’S host. An angel shut 
the lions’ mouths and Daniel was deliv- 
ered. Angels announced the birth of John, 
the conception and birth of Jesus and 
sang “Peace and Good-will to Men.” An 
angel ministered to Jesus after His temp- 
tation and in the garden and announced 
that “He is risen.” Angels also said, 
“This same Jesus which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into heav- 
en,” and the book of Revelation tells of 
the activity of angels at the second advent 
of our Lord. 

Brother and Sister A. E. Berg of Sioux 
Falls, South Dakota, were guest speakers. 
Brother Berg is the Superintendent of the 
South Dakota District and his message 
was taken from 1 Cor. 3:9-14 with text, 
“let every man take heed how he build- 
eth.” Many are building for only here 
and now and not for eternity, but Jesus is 
our foundation and our only hope. 

The special business session was called 
to order by Brother L. R. Keys on Wednes- 
day morning, January 14. The roster re- 
port showed 142 ordained ministers, 53 li- 
censed ministers, 4 exhorters and 43 lay 
delegates.

The Lord is gra- 
ciously blessing Brother Lagmay’s minis- 
try, especially in the East where he is hold- 
ing evangelistic services in churches where 
the people have never seen a Filipino. 

Brother John Gouveia, superintendent 
of the Portuguese Assemblies of God told 
of his desire for a school where mission- 
aries to South America can learn the Span- 
ish and Portuguese languages. He also 
told of his work at Folsom Prison where 
he has contacted many Portuguese men, 
some after accepting the Lord having been 
deported by the government to their na- 
tive countries where they can witness for 
the Lord. 

Other services of interest and blessed 
of the Lord were the Women’s Missionary 
Council meeting, the C. A. service and 
the Home and Foreign Missionary service 
and Sunday School Program, reports of 
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which appear in this issue. 

It was truly a “Pentecostal” convention 
in the true meaning of “Pentecost” to the 
hearts of those who have had the expe- 
rience since the early outpouring. May 
the revival fires continue to burn and 
hearts be drawn to the Lord in the days 


that are to come.

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AN AMBASSADOR’S MINISTRY 


By H. S. LEHMANN 


“God WAS in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto Himself.” NOW we are am- 
bassadors for Christ, as though God were 
entreating by us.” Stripped of amplifica- 
tion, you have read two verses from Sec- 
ond Corinthians. Indeed, they are reveal- 
ing statements. The one gives reason for 
the imperative in Christ’s life. The other 
gives reason why there should be an im- 
perative in our lives. God was reconciling 
the world in Christ; God is entreating the 
world through us. This makes ‘“Recon- 
ciliation” more than a doctrine, more than 
an event—it becomes a continuing princi- 
ple, a continuing ministry. 

It has occurred to me that perhaps a 
certain shallowness has marked some of 
our interpretations of being ‘“Ambassa- 
dors for Christ.’ We have emphasized 
the unique position—a personal represen- 
tative of the King. We have declared 
the powers and privileges—access to 
throne rooms and freedom from usually 
imposed bondages. We have talked of our 
duty—to live above reproach. Allow me 
to explain, in the light of His great min- 
istry of reconciliation, the true responsi- 
bility of each of His ambassadors. It is, 
in turn, a ministry of reconciliation. God 
is entreating by us. 

Of course, Christ’s position was unique 
and every allowance must be made for 
that. There are a thousand ways in the 
which we are not like Him. We readily 
give place to the extraordinary character 
of His ministry, but not without first say- 
ing that we wish we were more like Him. 
All of us feel the loss due to the difference 
between Him and us and between His 
ministry and our own. But there are re- 
semblances, too. God was in Christ, rec- 
onciling; God is in us entreating, giving 
us a ministry of reconciliation. In this 
and I am about to say, in this alone. are 
we in union with His spirit and expe- 
riences. 

The cross on Golgotha’s hill was noth- 
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ing new to Jesus. He was always carrying 
a cross. Calvary brought neither change 
of atmosphere nor direction. He was al- 
ways meeting the challenge of self and of 
sin. His “I must” at the tender age of 
twelve, grew in holy passion until it car- 
ried Him through Jordan’s baptism, the 
wilderness testings, long nights of prayer, 
seasons of popularity, periods of persecu- 
tion, Samaria’s self-sufficiency, Jericho’s 
wickedness,  Jerusalem’s _ indifference, 
Gethsemane’s bloody sweat and tears, 
Judas’ callous betrayal, Herod’s cruel 
mockery, Pilate’s unjust trial, Calvary’s 
judgment for our sin, Death’s grave and 
Hell’s captivity. The zeal of the Lord’s 
House gnawed at His vitals. He had set 
His face steadfastly to go to Jerusalem. 
And He went. “I must” and “I will” 
made His a crushing ministry of reconcili- 
ation. 

“Now then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God were entreating by 
us.” His was not a spasmodic ministry. 
Ours must not be. Self-denial must be 
more than the casual dropping of a few 
Lenten weeks into a bunch of self-indul- 
gent months. Jesus speaks of a “daily 
cross” when He speaks of discipleship. 
He knows that there is no salvation apart 
from a cross and that if we ever really 
know Him, it must be “in the fellowship 
of His sufferings.” The world is still at 
enmity with God. Things of flesh and of 
spirit still clash. Human nature is still 
rebellious. And God still loves. How 
could we follow Christ and not carry a 
cross? 

God’s great, all-important 
found success only in a cross-bearing 
Christ. Successive entreaties will only be 
fruitful as uttered by cross-bearing Chris- 
tians. If we are to be ambassadors for 
Christ, we must allow ourselves to be 
gripped with a soul-crushing passion like 
unto His. We must “bear about in our 
bodies the dying of the Lord Jesus.” There 
must be hours of teats and prayers and 
crying. The souls of men must be all-im- 
portant. Long night vigils must not be 


entreaty 


uncommon. “Outer darkness,” “heaven,” 
and “hell” must be more than theological 
terms. “Eternal life” and “eternal dam- 
nation” must be more than coined phrases. 
This passion for the lost must press our 
hearts until something akin to the sacri- 
fice of Christ flows forth. Christ “laid 
down His life for us; and we ought to lay 
down our lives for the brethren.” 

Do we still wish to be Christ’s Ambassa- 
dors? In ourselves we cannot. We must 
allow ourselves to be gripped of God. 
“Getting right with God” is man’s deepest 
need and the Lord’s most earnest concern 
for men. Helping men “get right with 
God” is our greatest task and truest joy. 
Let us set ourselves for the task assigned. 
“He that winneth souls is wise.”

again and again with the blessed Holy 
Spirit. One experience is not enough. We 
have this treasure in earthen or “leaky” 
vessels; there must be many fresh infillings 
of the Spirit if we are to keep up to date 
with God. Many of God’s spiritual giants 
have left their testimony with us that they 
experienced these recurring “baptisms of 
power.” We must have them, dear friends, 
or we shall go stale and lose our power 
for service. 

Last of all let me speak of the man of 
God as one who knows the meaning of 
labor. God’s Scriptural ministers are all 
laboring men. This labor takes a three- 
fold form. First, they know how to labor 
in prayer. Of Epaphras we read that he 
“laboured fervently in prayer.” This is 
unquestionably the sine qua non of the 
Christian ministry, viz., we cannot get 
along without it. Prayer gives tone to our 
preaching and our ministry. Without it 
we are apt to be “like sounding brass or 
a tinkling cymbal.” The real man of God 
is always likewise a real man of prayer. 
In the second place, God’s preacher labors 
in the study. Unless a man studies he is 
apt to resemble a horse tethered to a hitch- 
ing post, going around and around in cir- 
cles and never getting anywhere. Soon 
those who hear him become bored because 
he has nothing fresh to offer them. There 
is too much “surface” preaching; too little 
evidence of study. Gold is not found on 
the surface; it must be mined; it must be 
dug out. This means labor. 

The third manifestation of the preacher 
as a laboring man takes place in the pul- 
pit. There the preacher puts all the 
strength of heart and mind, soul and body 
into the preaching of the unsearchable 
riches of Christ. When this kind of a 
preacher gets through with his sermon no 
one doubts that he has been laboring. He 
is very apt to work up a sweat. My little 
boy says that he doesn’t want to be a 
preacher “because you have to sweat too 
much.” Well, we may be assured of this 
that we will never do much for God unless 
we learn how to labor even if it means 
“sweat” in order to do it. 

So, brethren, let us love our Christ, 
walk in humility and obedience, depend 
upon the Holy Spirit for power and labor 
with all our might until we have finished 
the ministry He has given us to perform.

secution of the saved ones will have been 
inaugurated, and many will doubtless have 
denied their Lord in order to save their 
lives, but the true saints will have “loved 
not their lives unto the death”; in other 
words, they will have died the death of 
martyrs, as have multitudes in almost ev- 

ery age of the world’s history. 

3. Announcement of the third woe and 
the reason why it will exceed in its inten- 
sity the two preceding woes. “Woe to the 
inhabiters of the earth and of the sea! for 
the devil is come down unto you, having 
great wrath, because he knoweth that he 
hath but a short time.” 

The fifth trumpet constitutes the first 
woe, the sixth trumpet the second woe, and 
the seventh trumpet which includes the 
seven vials, constitutes the third woe. The 
seventh trumpet judgment will cover the 
entire period of the great tribulation, the 
last three and a half years of Daniel’s 
seventieth week. The beginning of the 
sounding of this trumpet will mark the 
middle of the week. It will be at the mid- 
dle of the week that Satan will come down 
to earth, having been ejected from heaven 
as a result of the war against him on the 
part of Michael and his angels. At that 
particular time it appears that the Anti- 
christ will be assassinated and will be 
raised from the dead by the power of the 
devil, and, having been thus raised, he will 
be indwelt by Satan, and will proceed to 
make war against the two witnesses and 
to overcome them. The Antichrist, indwelt 
by Satan, will then reign as the Beast 
during the three and a half years that will 
follow. It will be “the time of Jacob’s 
trouble” (Jer. 30:7), the “time of trouble, 
such as never was, since there was a nation 
even to that same time” (Dan. 12:1). See 
also Matt. 24:21, 22.

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I Have Found A Kansom

In the thirty-third chapter of Job we 
have a beautiful picture of the ransom 
paid by Christ in His humanity and earth- 
ly ministry. Herein is depicted in type 
the entire plan of redemption. In fact 
the entire book of Job bespeaks the suf- 
ferings and victories of our Lord in His 
earthly ministry. The first and second 
chapters seem to indicate that Satan is 
the prince of this world (1:7 and 12:2). 
He secured this kingdom because Adam 
failed God and gave dominion of the 
world to Satan. Here again, in the per- 
son of Job, God has His perfect man in 
the world (1:1 and 2:3). Again Satan 
tries to overthrow God’s perfect man, as 
he did with Adam. But this time Satan 
fails. In this respect Job typifies Christ. 
The book of Job is the oldest in the Bible, 
even antedating the book of Genesis. Can 
it be possible that, even at this early date, 
immediately after the tragedy in the gar- 
den, that God again sets His perfect man 
in the world, as a lesson to all future gen- 
erations pointing to the coming of the 
One who would pay the ransom for sin? 
(19225). 


In the three friends the voices of Hu- 
man Experience, Tradition, and Legality 
speak. But Job replies to each with the 
voice of Human Righteousness. At length 
“The words of Job are ended” (31:40). 
Then “these three men cease to answer 
Job” (32:1). Now Elihu speaks. He is 
represented as the Spirit-filled man speak- 
ing (32:8 and 18-22). Observe that Elihu 
does not speak until all other arguments 
have ceased (32:4). Thus it has ever been 
with the Spirit whom he symbolizes. He 
waits until man’s words have run out, then 
He speaks with Divine anointing. When 
He speaks He speaks of Christ. Thus 
we have the beautiful symbolism of the 
thirty-third chapter. In this chapter we 
have the entire plan of redemption and 
the ransom paid by Christ. 


First there comes into view the creation 
of man in verse 4. It also speaks of the 
Last Adam who was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost. Now we see man before God 
in verse 5. Compare Gen. 3:8-9. The 
Ransom appears in verse 6. In this con- 
nection note Job’s wish as expressed in 
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9:33, 16:21, and 23:3. Next we have the 
Ransom’s gentleness (vs. 7) for “a bruised 
reed shall He not break, and smoking flax 
shall He not quench.” And again “Thy 
gentleness hath made me great.” In order 
to pay the ransom He must be a Lamb 
without spot and this is shown to us in 
verse 9. 

Next we are told of His sufferings in 
verses 10-11. Isaiah tells of this more in 
detail in chapter fifty-three. Now God 
speaks and asks of man the greatest of 
all questions in vs. 13, “Why dost thou 
strive against Him?” 

There follows now a list of God’s deal- 
ing. with man to save him from the pit, 
and to bring him to the place where he 
will cease to strive against this blessed 
Ransom. 

1. He speaks to man’s inner self, vs. 14. 

2. Man perceives it not, vs. 14. 

3. He speaks again by means of dreams 
and visions, vs. 15. See Chapter 4:12-17. 

4. He speaks audibly in man’s ears, 
vs. 16. 

5. The reason of all this is given in vs. 
17-18, 

6. But since man will not listen to these 
gentler voices God speaks again and in a 
more stern way, vs. 19-22. 

At this point we come to the ministry 
of the human friend. This one, unlike 
Job’s three friends, does not accuse the 
sufferer unjustly, but lovingly he inter- 
prets to him all of God’s dealings in his 
life thus far (vs. 23). Such an one is 
rare indeed for he is “one among a thou- 
sand.” But like the true man of God that 
he is, this interpreter forestalls the suffer- 
et’s accusations against God by speaking 
to Him of God’s “uprightness.” Then he 
graciously prays unto the Ransom for his 
friend, and says, “deliver him from going 
down to the pit” (vs. 24). 

At this point the Spirit witnesses to the 
sufferer, and we hear him exclaim “TI have 
found a Ransom” (vs. 24). Next appears 
the result of his finding and accepting the 
ransom price paid by Jesus. 

1. His flesh shall be fresher than a 
child’s. Healing, vs. 25. 


2. His youth shall be renewed, vs. 25. 


3. He is now on praying terms with 


God, vs. 26. 
4. God is favorable unto him, vs. 26. 


5. God renders unto man His own 


righteousness, vs. 26. 
In the 27-30 verses we have outlined 
how the Ransom is made available to man! 


1. God looks with compassion upon 


man. 
2. Man confesses, “I have sinned.” 
3. I have perverted that which was 
right. . 
4. It profited me nothing. 
5. God delivers man’s soul from the pit. 
6. Man shall see and walk in the light. 
7. All these things worketh God oft- 


times with a man. 


8. To bring back his soul from the pit. _ 


9. To enlighten him with the light of 
the living.
